Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's pointed to support for their proposed claim 
amendmnents within the issued patent at col 10, lines 1-5 in particular. Applicant's and Examiner discussed the 
proposed product by process limitations intended to distinguish the antibodies of Gaskin from those claimed via 
language "obtainable using residures 1-28 of beta-amyloid", see also p1 184 of Gaskin, "Discussion" and lines 
previous. Applicant's presented arguments with respect to the 103 rejection of record noting that Becker is prophetic 
and non-enabling and further arguments that there is a lack of motivation within the prior art for the selection of the 
Bickel, and Gaskin antibodies for use in the method of Becker. Applicants indicated that they would be filing a 
response to the Final rejection further reiterating these arguments as well as further arguments with respect to other 
rejections of record. Agreement was not reached with respect to the proposed claims or any rejections instantly of 
record. The Examiner will consider these arguments and awaits a formal response.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
